The Memoria l Da y duty of pa ying trib­ 
ute to the na tioiTs heroic dea d ha s been 
la rgely tra nsferred from the a ged v eter­ 
a ns of the Civ il Wa r to the youthful pa r­ 
ticipa nts in the World Wa r. 
Properly 
this sa cred duty dev olv es upon the youth 
of the la nd ra ther tha n the older people, 
for it wa s the v a lia nt young men of the 
country \v ho defended the Union a nd the 
equa lly glorious young men of a la ter 
genera tion tha t sa v ed civ iliza tion from 
the threa t of Prussia n despotism. 
Before 19 17 it wa s difficult for the 
younger people to v isua lize the ‘‘Boys of 
^61'' when v iewing the remna nts of the 
once mighty a rmies of Gra nt a nd Sher­ 
ma n, come to be enfeebled old men. But 
those a rmies were composed of the flcw er 
of the na tioiPs youth, just a s the a rmies 
which crossed the sea to Fra nce ov er ha lf 
a century la ter comprised the na tion's 
best young men- 
It is honor to the v a lor 
a nd sa crifices of youth tha t we pa y to­ 
da y a nd it is fitting tha t men a nd women 
of like a ges in a ll the yea rs to come ca r­ 
ry on the bea utiful custom origina ted by 
the surv iv ors of the Civ il Wa r a nd dis­ 
cha rged a s a duty with inspiring fa ith­ 
fulness by the Gra nd Army of the Re­ 
public. 
A duty of Memoria l Da y, then, should 
be to inculca te in the minds of the young 
the spirit of gra titude a nd loya lty tha t 
sha ll insure the dura bility of the custom 
cha ra cteristic of this da y. 
Inspiring a s is the procession, eloquent

A T UNIVERSITY 
DECIDE CAREER

After “Slim” Lindberg h, hero of the New York-Paris non-stop fig ht, 
decided he no long er cared to tlllthe soil, he matriculated at the Uni- 
' rersity of Wisconsin at Madison in 19 21. 
Since from early childhood 
he had shown talent along mechanical lines, he enrolled to take a 
mechanical eng ineering course. 
(His mother, sitting on the p orch at the Detroit home, telling 
me 
of 
the boy ’s life, p ermitted a tone of p ride to enter her voice.) 
Still adhering to his resolution to accep t no financial aid, Charles 
worked his way throug h Wisconsin. 
He had no time for social life, 
nor had he the inclination to attend functions of any sort. 
He had 
come to the university to learn all that it could teach him. 
Just as 
in his earlier school y ears, Charles p ored over the subject in w'hich he 
was Interested and neg lected the others. 
“Eng lish was a bug bear the first semester, but in his second term 
^ Lindberg h earned an ‘‘A,” his mother, Mrs. Evang eline L. Lindberg h, 
tells. 
One of his colleg e friends say s: 
never worked with a sm arter 
man, y et he continually g ot failing marks. 
“He did more than the required amount of exp erimenting for his 
eng ineering course, but w^hen he had finished 
he immediately lost In- 
lerest and would not even hand in a rep ort.” 
A Champion at Marks mans hip, Too. 
One of Lindberg h’s most cherished^ p ossessions is a trop hy he won 
a m arksm anship contest at Wisconsin, his m other relates. He was 
very fond of shooting and he was considered an exp ert even at Brooks 
Kelly aviation schools, San Antonio, Texas, which he later attended 
and shot in comp etition with seasoned army men. 
He was one of the 
“crack shots” of the Gun and Pistol Club at the University of Wisconsin. 
It was while he was a student at Wisconsin that “Slim” felt the 
urg e to fly . 
One day an airp lane made a landing on the camp us and a short 
time later Lindberg h returned to his home announcing , much to the 
amazement of his mother, “There’s nothing in this mechanical eng i­ 
neering g ame. 
Two or three hundred dollars a month at the most. 
-J am g oing to be an aviator—there’s a future in fly ing .” 
Fly ing was a g reat deal more hazardous than It is now, but Mrs. 
Lindberg h g ave her consent. 
“ T hat’s what he wanted to do and I never have interfered with his 
” blans,” she exp lained—and added: “ The rem ainder of his history , avia­ 
tion and fly ing , is all his owm. 
1 had nothing to do with it, any more 
than I had with his other tinkering . 
I never soug ht to interfere.” 
W hatever may have been her misg iving s, Mrs. Lindberg h never once 
attem p ted to sway her boy from his determination to became an avia­ 
tor. 
Even during the terrific strain of the day s just before Charles 
took off for I’aris there was no weep ing or wailing . 
She knew’ and understood his intense love of the air and she be­ 
lieved whole heartedly in the ability of a boy called “Lucky ” to ac­ 
comp lish what no man had done before.
